2,200 MILES ON 2 WHEELS. 
IN TWO WEEKS 9

1st Day 306 Miles 
The alarm didn't sound for long. Both 
my wife and I had been anticipating the 
early morning ring that signified the 


Start of our vacation which was to cover 


2200 miles on 2 wheels in 2 weeks and 
not cross a State line. 


Traveling Light 

Our 1959 Harley-Davidson twin was 
all packed and the tanks topped — ready 
to go. We were traveling light this trip. 
On a previous tour through Mexico, the 
Same Harley was loaded to weigh 1,452 
lbs. Today it barely made 1160 with 2 
suitcases, sleeping bags, 2 ditty bags, 
a thermos bag, lantern, 2 burner camp- 
stove and our leather coats packed in a 
large luggage box. The right saddlebag 
was filled with it’s usual complement 
of tools, flares, two rope and oil. The 
left bag was reserved for my wife's 
purse, rain gear and helmet storage. 

The moon was shining as we pulled 
out of our Pomona (Calif.) driveway at 
3:10 a.m. Lightning played over dark 
clouds moving in from the south. It was 
one of those Sou'westers, not to common 
in California and which almost always 
slip in while the weatherman is looking 
north. Such was this unforecast storm, 
but I figured that if I beat it to Los 
Angeles, we would outrun it going north. 


. Those Are Chickens! 


Might have — but for a slight delay 
onKellogHill. Our vacation almost came 
to an abrupt sprawling halt except that 
an alert Patrolman flagged us down to a 
near stop. His car was one of five, 
crushed and blocking three of the four 
lanes of freeway. Thanks to him I was in 
low gear when we crossed into some 
white stuff and immediately started to 
skid in what felt like pure grease. The 
horrible stink was a great incentive to 
keep control and stay upright. I con- 
cluded that a cess pool pump truck had 
spilled it’s load. “No so,” said Fay, my 
wife, “those are chickens!" So they 
were — we rode over‘a- mile in chicken 
entrails and spoiled carcasses. 

Rain and the Los Angeles City limits 
came simultaneously. We left the free- 
way and sought shelter at a service 
station until the fast moving shower 
slacked. Riding on, the San Femando 


. Valley was behind us when we caught it 


again. This time there were no places to 
pull off or even turn around, so we 
putted on and let the trucks pass. By 
the time we reached Castaic Junction, 
our mouths tasted like old rubber tires 
and there was four inches of water in 
our boots, When dawn came, the clouds 
broke and the sun helped dry us out be- 
fore we hit the road again, 

Itwas warm and muggy in Bakersfield 
when we stopped to buy some rain gear. 
Returning to Highway 99 we rode north 
to Visalia where we purchased the mak- 
ings for our evening meal. 

Onward We Press 

Riding east from Visalia on State 
Route 198, we passed through another 
shower, out of the citrus groves and fol- 
lowed the Kaweah River up into the 
Sierra Mountains and the Sequoia Na- 
tional Park. We rode around the scenic 
loop, stopping for such sights as the 
auto log, tunnel tree, crescent meadow 
and made the long climb up Moro Rock 
for a fantastic view of the High Sierras 
and the Great Western Divide. 

About four miles on into the park we 
arrived at the upper campground of 
Lodgepole Meadows just twelve hours 
after we left Pomona. Fay and I strolled 
around the campground and along the 
river before whe prepared ourmeal, About 
50 feet from our riverside campsite was 
the grocery. While inside, mailing post 
cards, a sudden shower literally soaked 
the area and large puddles of water stood 
in the middle of our sleeping bags. The 
only thing that saved us from a very un- 
comfortable night was the long plastic 
bags a friend had given us to protect our 
sleeping bags and the “planned” proxim- 
ity of the Lodgepole Market. Five min- 
utes after they closed, we had our bags 
stretched out on the covered porch and 
had.a good night's sleep while the rain 
poured. 


2nd Day 163 miles 


On the road between Giant Forest and 
Grant Grove in Kings Canyon National 
Park, it rained. At one point it rained so 
hard that I couldn’t see where I was go- 
ing nor where I could stop. We rode the 
white line and prayed that anyone be- 
hind us couldsee our taillights. A short 
distance further on as we passed through 
Beartrap Meadows, the clouds broke and 
the sun favored us for a while. 

At Grant Grove, the Ranger advised 
us that it was raining heavily in Kings 
Canyon, so after coffee we headed west 






on Highway 180 to Fresno. We were 
seriously considering adding a tent to 
our gear, After three hours of shopping 
surplus, sporting and discount stores, 
we found one model of a suitable size 
at whatI thought was a reasonable price 
— naturally it wasn’t in stock, 


Precarious Road 


We enjoyed a short visit with the 
Mathews at the Fresno Harley-Davidson 
shop while their mechanic made a repair 
to the kick stand. A telephone check 
with the weatherman assured us that the 
heavy rains were all over, so we headed 
out of Fresno for Shaver Lake, managing 
to get lost in the Clovis area. 


Backtracking, I found where State 
Route 168 turned north and this time we 
did too. From Toll House, the road as- 
sumes an angle that seems pretty close 
to straight up and it clings rather pre- 
cariously to the side of the mountain. 

By this time, the sun had set and we 
could see the lights of small villages 
dotting the valley, 2000 feet below us. 
At some points we could see the vast 
Fresno complex sprawled out in the San 
Joaquin Valley. It looked like a carpet 
of jewels. 

At Shaver Lake (5500°) ме took a 
room at the Outpost Motel. After refresh- 
ing ourselves with a shower, I set up 
the stove and Fay fixed our meal, 


3rd Day 153 miles 


Friday dawned brisk and cloudless. 
Shortly after sunrise, we loaded the box 
and pulled out. The twin exhaust of the 
big twin purred a rhythm of pure joy as 
we followed the twisting road up through 
the pines to Huntington Lake at the 
6900 foot level. 

Bass Lake is where the Hell’s Angels 
periodically pull some shenanigans and 
we halfway expected some dirty looks 
when we stopped for coffee. Such was 
not the case’ however. Both the waitress 
and the service station attendant were 
very friendly. 

At Yosemite Forks, we turned north 
on Highway 41 and did some serious 
traveling as the traffic would let us. 
There was no scarcity of fools on this 
road, so I didn’t have any opportunity to 
rubberneck the scenery. 

Our next stop was Chingapin for a 
fast fueling. Naturally we left Chingapin 
right behind an elderly couple from Iowa. 
On that road any sane driver stays be- 
hind whoever is ahead of him. Finally at 
Pergay Meadows, after eight miles of 
second gear climbing, he let us by and 
we made some reasonable time to Glacier 
Point arringing at 7:30 p.m. 

The campground was full, but we 
found a sleeping spot that was only 15 
on the bias. We promptly claimed it by 
offloading the bags and then hightailed 
it over to the hotel cafeteria in order to 
eat before it closed. 

Fire Over The Side 

After dinner we walked over to the 
firefall site. They built the fire at three 
that afternoon and by this time it was 
little more than a giant heap of red hot 
coals. We stood with about two hundred 
others and listened to the fireman talk 
about the tradition of the firefall. When 
he finished, he opened a little iron gate 
and stepped out on a rock point, put his 
hands to his mouth as a megaphone and 
called Camp Curry, 3000 feet straight 
down. Using deep breaths and long 
vowels, his first call, *H-e-e-1-1-0-0-0-0 
C-a-a-m-m-me-m-p C-u-u-u-r-r-r-y-e-e-." 
took him about 30 seconds to complete. 
Camp Curry answers and the two fellows 
Shout back and forth without any bull 
horns or other aids, ascertaining if the 
fire is ready to fall. Of course it better 
be, for this show has been scheduled for 
9 p.m. for the last 50 years. Anyhow, 
this repartee ends with Camp Curry 
shouting to Glacier, “Let the fire fall.” 

One just doesn’t pop this heap of 
coals over the cliff with one mighty 
lunge and then head for bed. The em- 
bers, having little weight, actually float 
down the side of the mountain creating a 
waterfall effect. The fireman has to 
meter those embers very carefully to 
&chieve and extend the waterfall effect. 

Returning to the hotel, we found that 
the firefall signaled the end of all ac- 
tivities on the point. The fragrant smell 
of wood smoke from a thousand fires on 
the valley floor wafted around us. We 
were alone, but the noise of people and 
nature was all about us; voices from a 
second story balcony, the irregular hunt 
and pecking of the clerk's typewriter 
and the muted roar of Vernal Falls just 
across the canyon. While we sat, en- 
tranced by all of this, the moon rose 
over Half Dome.

GRAND RIDER TRAINING PROGRAM LAUNCHED 


Think of baseball and Boy Scouts and mother’s apple pie, What do you 
get? America, That's right! 

Now add motorbikes, friendly policemen, the Auto Club and ministers of 
the church and what do you have? More America. 

Top it off with a solemnizing visit from Britian’s chief dignitary in the 
U.S., the Ambassador Sir Patrick Dean and you have a production the likes 
of which could only happen in California! 

The occasion for all the hoopla last Tuesday was the announcement of a 
joint venture in motorcycle safety undertaken by the Los Angeles Police 
Dept., the Boy Scouts of America, the Automobile Club of Southern California 
and BSA Motorcycles-Western. 

As the press and dignitaries learned at the Los Angeles Police Academy, 
the venture is a pilot program to develop a ‘‘comprehensive classroom and 
behind-the-handlebar instruction course for motorcycle riders.'' 

There have been other pioneer efforts recently aimed at teaching people

how to ride cycles right, but none so ambitious or highly endorsed as this 
one. L.A. Police Chief Thomas Reddin gives it his support as well as Mayor 
Yorty of Los Angeles. Certainly the need for an approved course of instruc- 
tion and testing has never been so great. It is hoped that by the time Calif. 
passes special license requirements for motorcycle riders, the program will 
be complete to guide government and private enterprise in setting up similar 
programs all over the state. 5 

Robert J. Cheney, Manager of the Auto Club's Public Safety Dept,, said 
the need for the course is apparent when “70% of the motorcycle accidents 
involve a rider who is on a borrowed machine and a high percentage of the 
motorcycle traffic deaths involve a person in his first seven weeks of riding.” 

*Currently basic instructional programs or courses available to motor- 
cyclists are generally lacking and as a result many accidents are caused 
from both lack of proper training and riding ability. 

**Our pilot program is being structured to provide a basic course of instruc- 
tion for novice motorcycle riders and when completed will be available for 
organizations or groups interested in establishing courses of this type,” The 
Auto Club Manager said. 

The honor of being the first class in the new program goes to 14 members 
of the La Mirada Boy Scout Explorer Post 981-X. Before the start of the 
project 12 of the boys had never been on a motorcycle before and two had 
ridden only a few times.

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Cops Will Teach 

At the initial meeting the boys and their parents heard the project out- 
lined to them by representatives of the sponsoring organizations and their 
two instructors, Motor Officers Les Lillywhite and Ed Fitsgerald of the 
Los Angeles Police Department. The officers have undertaken the project as 
an off-duty activity. 

The entire course has been divided into four phases for the pilot program. 
The first is classroom work where the basic rules of safe driving are ex- 
plained. This includes a review of basic traffic laws and discussions on 
defensive driving techniques. 

Classroom work was held in a meeting room in the La Mirada First Meth- 
odist Church, 15700 East Rosecrans Boulevard, La Mirada.

Phase two calls for familiarization with the motorcycle, explanati m of 
the basic controls and discussions of their functions and use. 

The actual first ride on a motorcycle is received in phase three. The 
first few rides on a motorcycle are controlled and designed to only allow the 
rider to familiarize himself with the operation of the clutch and brake. When 
the instructor is convincedthat the rider is completely familiar with the basic 
operation, the boys begin instruction on the skills they will need in 
traffic. The students will then be allowed to move into the actual daily 
traffic flow on the highways. 

The project has been underway since June 10. Since that time the class 
has been meeting every Saturday morning for three-hour sessions. 

Cheney pointed out that the popularity of motorcycles has been increasing 
in an extremely fast rate and due to the lack of rider training the accident 
rate for motorcycles is high. 

An example of the motorcycle's popularity can be seen in comparing the 
1960 California registration figures with the 1966 motorcycle population. In 
1960 only 75,590 motorcycles were registered while in 1966 -- 310,072 were 
registered, an increase in six years of more than 300%. 
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THE CONTINUING STORY OF HELMET LEGISLATION — AB 978 MEETS 
THE SENATE FINANCE COMMITTEE

AB 978, the Motorcycle Danger Bill, met its third and possibly final test 
in the Senate before the Finance Committee on July 24th. The Bill was pre- 
sented by its author, Francis Foran, who outlined its provisions and con- 
cluded with a carefully worded statement that were the Bill not passed the 





Federal government would withdraw 35 millions in highway money. 


Chairman George Miller spoke.... 
*Who's going todo what with what?" 

Assemblyman Foran patiently ex- 
plained that if the bill were not 
passed we would lose all this high- 
way money. 

*Let them go hang," Senator Mil- 
ler replied. *Let them take their 
money and go elsewhere.” 

Assemblyman Foran read his 
statistics, which happened to be 
gathered from remote corners of 
Europe and Australia and projected 
from New York State in 1962 and 
which indicated that the motorcycle 
was indeed a killer machine. He 
then carefully eliminated golf carts 
and tote gotes and assured everyone 
that even though the bill reads *any- 
time a motorcycle is in operation” 
it didn’t really mean it, only on the 
public highways, and maybe city 
streets, and possibly alleyways. It 
was never quite clear, but we were 
assured that elsewhere in the vehi- 
cle code there were such limitations. 
He produced his witnesses who said 
the same things he had said. 

Testimony Begins 

At that point the opposition was 
called for and severalof us prepared 
to testify. Senator Stiern of Bakers- 
field read a telegram from hundreds 
of riders in the Mojave Desert pro- 
testing the bill and reaffirming their 
right to be master of their own heads. 
Paul McCrillan of the Motorcycle 
and Motor Scooter Trade Association 
in Columbus, Ohio testified against 
the requirement of an automobile 
operators’ license prior to the issu- 
ance of a motorcycle operators’ li- 
cense and presented an amendment 
to make the licensing procedure 
equal. The Senators perused the 
amendment and Chm. Miller called 
for a vote on the amendments. 

Senator Stiern said, “Why vote on 
the amendments when we don’t want 
the bill?” 

The bill was voted out three dif- 
ferent ways. First to table it, which 
got a preponderance of aye votes. 
Then the amendments were voted, 
which got mostly nay votes. And 
finally Chm, Miller said, “I see 
only one way to handle this. Vote 
the bill out “do pass”. Senator Way, 


of Exeter, who opposed the bill, 
made the motion. The vote was a 
voice vote and the bill appeared to 
receive only two affirmative votes. 
Aquorum was present although some 
supporters of the bill were not. Un- 
less Assemblyman Foran uses some 
of the more unusual techniques to 
acquire a reconsideration, the bill 
is dead for this session. 


The Big Question 

There is considerable question 
whether the 35 million is a sure 
loss. The federal bill indicates that 
the states do not enact. comparable 
legislation up to 10% of their share 
of the interstate fund (from the 4% 
gasoline tax) may be withheld, It is 
also not certain that AB 978 would 
qualify as comparable legislation as 
the federal bill calls for annual in- 
Spection of both autos and motor- 
cycles. This provision would ab- 
Sorb more than 35 million and there- 
fore was omitted. The apparel mea- 
sure which put the burden on the 
rider was obviously the easierarea 
in which to comply. 

If this bill does indeed stay dead 
California will be the first state to 
reject such legislation. Not every 
State has passed it yet, but no 
others have killed it. Some have 
modified the helmet portion to apply 
only to minors, which seems also to 
be vaguely discriminating. 

The opinion division on this is- 
sue has crossed all manner of lines. 
Some manufacturers have favored 
the legislation ... *to protect our 
customers". Others have opposed 
it, knowing it will take much of the 
joy out of bike riding and therefore 
hurt sales. The Dept. of Highways 
and the CHP favored it. The Hells 
Angels and most individual bike 
riders opposed it, othersfavored it 
for reasons not quite clear...possi- 
bly just because they hate motor- 
cycles. Everyone was concerned 
over the 35 million. 

One fact remains. The initial ap- 
pearance of the Hells Angels in op- 
position to 978 sparked the protest. 
The bill sailed through the Assembly 
74-0 and was going through the Sen-

Al Sherwin and his Harley-Davidson Sportster cut a clean path 
through eight leading contenders, for top street honors at Irwindale 


Raceway. 

A lull in activity (with the ex- 
ception of bench racing) takes place 
in the late evening, while raceway 
employees satisfy their growling 
innards. Suddenly the calm is shat- 
tered when the public address system 
sends out a message with enough 
volume to reach the most exclusive 
personnel hideaway, "All employees 
return to your post." 

Some of the racers in burst of 
nervous anticipation fire their en- 
gines, only to reach for the “kill 
button" as the national anthem is 
delivered in raceway tradition. As 
the phonograph needle slips from 
the last groove of the well-worn 
record, riders turn to their cycles 
and shatter the nostalgic silence 
with a rumbling roar that has always 
been the leavings of a dramatic 
voice’s challenge, “Gentlemen start 
your engines”. 

Actually, that voice never sounds 
at Irwindale Raceway, but the anthem 
is there and it is the significant 
point that reminds of the privilege 
to pursue a quarter mile in the short- 
est period of time.

SUZUKI PREVIEWS 500cc TWIN 


Big 2-cycle Heralds New Era 


Japan’s first 500 cubic centi- 
meter“ dual-stroke” production motor- 
cycle was previewed to the press 
last week by Suzuki Motor Corp. 
Called the 500/FIVE, the new ma- 
chine packs twice the displacement 
found in Suzuki's world record hold- 
ing 250cc X-6 Hustler, and accord- 
ing to U.S. Suzuki Motor Corporation 
president, Osamu Suzuki, its con- 
struction represents an engineering 
accomplishment heretofore thought 
impossible. Only the German DKW 
company previously manufactured a 
500cc 2-stroke, in 1936. It was also 
a twin cylinder. 


In producing the 500/FIVE,Suzu- 
ki engineers combined modern two- 
Stroke advantages with large bore 
displacement. And the results are 
impressive. Rated at 46 hp from a 
relatively low 7,000 rpm, the 500/ 
FIVE has turned a standing quarter 
mile in 13.2 seconds, a time well 
under that of much larger displace- 
ment competition, and has consistent 
top speeds in the *110 to 120 mph 
range". Adding to the impressive- 
ness of these figures, Suzuki stated 
that these speeds were achieved 
with a 500/FIVE in * the^production 
street-tune in which they will be 
delivered”. The torque and power 
potential of the 500/FIVE's dual- 
stroke engines are readily apparent. 
The new Suzuki may well be the 
fastest machine in its class, and 
without question will have far reach- 
ing effects upon the entire motor- 
cycle industry. 

5-Speeds Forward 

Suzuki representatives state that 
the 500/FIVE will be in dealer show- 
rooms in *early autumn", and their 
new sportcycle would be available 
in à choice ofthree metallic colors— 
red, blue. and gold. Steel fenders, 
tank trim, rims and exhausts are 
finished in high quality chrome that 
is in keeping with the 500/FIVE's 
prestige position in the Suzuki line. 
A “Performance Panel” including a 
separate tachometerand speedometer 
as standard equipment marks another 
first for the 500/FIVE. Suzuki 
spokesmen point out that 500/FIVE 
also offers the first five speed gear 
box in this class, and they further 
note that this explains the *FIVE" 
part of the 500/FIVE name, Racing- 
type double leading shoe front 
brakes are provided, as are race 





rated tires. A double cradle frame is 
used, and the new cycle weighs in 
at about 383 pounds dry. Addition- 
ally, the aluminum twin cylinder 
engine's carburetors (called *alti- 
tude compensating" by U.S, Suzuki) 
insure proper fuel-to-air ratios re- 
gardless of altitude or engine rpm. 

The 500/FIVE is a major en- 
gineering break-through and it is a 
marketing achievement that may 
well turn the volatile young sport- 
cycle industry inside out. The out- 
come may well find the former No. 2 


right on top.

ate committees relatively unnoticed 
until the Angels appeared. Sonny 
Barger's testimony impressed the 
Transportation Committee suffici- 
ently to hold the hearings open for 
a week and the publicity it received 
alerted other cyclists to the danger. 
Cards and Letters 

At that time most of the Senators 
had received no mail in opposition. 
Then mail began to trickle in, but 
never in the quantity in which it 
should have arrived. The California 
legislature is responsive to public 
opinion, more so than many states. 


No one can ever quite believe that 
his letter can make any difference, 
but it does. Confronted with several 
thousand bills each session, no 
legislator can know all about all of 
them. A simple letter stating your 
feelings and your reasons can be 
the difference in a vote. It happens 
all the time. Cyclists are a minority. 
Minorities inevitably suffer in a 
system of government by majority. 
For example, the National Safety 
Council says 75% of automobile 
fatalities are caused by head in- 
juries. There is no legislation offered 
requiring all automobile drivers and 
passengers to wear helmets. The 
only way to offset a minority situa- 
tion is to keep informed and speak 
up. The Hells Angels did just that. 
All the motorcycle riders of Califor- 
nia should have done likewise. 
It Isn’t Over Yet 

Even if the bill is dead this year 
itis still sitting there in Washington, 
D.C., waiting to strike again. If we 
have made it for this year, it will be 
presented again next January or 
February and the fight will begin 
once more. We must make our objec- 
tions to our national representatives. 
Perhaps, if we protest loudly enough, 
we may manage to repeal the helmet 





bracket. That’s moving in anybody’s book!

In the 100cc Trophy Dash Gary 
Calkins (Yamaha) jumped into the 
lead and in à short time had a nice 
four-bike-length advantage built up 
which no one could challenge and 
Gary went home with a trophy. In the 
250cc Dash Keith Mashburn (5-speed 
Pursang) jumped into the lead with 
Steve Scott after him, followed by 
Lee Stumpenhaus and Stan Rogers, 
but Mashburn held on to his lead 
and received his just rewards from 
the pretty trophy girl identified as 
*Mike" by the announcer. Out of the 
four ‘Tacos in the Dash, three of 
them were sponsored by Steve Scott 
from his shop in North Hollywood, 
which sounds like a bit of a record 
for sponsorship! 


Rockwood Wire-to-Wire 

The 100cc 12-lap Main was a 
good one! Tom Rockwood (Honda) 
was first off the line and never lost 
his lead, but behind him a lot of 
battling was going on.

Stan 
Rogers popped into third and then 
started working away at Steve Scott. 
He'd pull up inside Scott on every 
turn, then Steve would outrun him to 
the next. But, finally, Rogers took 
second behind the hard-sliding Mash- 
burn. Then “that’s what makes rac- 
ing” happened.Mashbum’s ‘Taco quit 
(suspected whiskered plug) leaving 
Rogers in first spot with Lee Stump- 
enhaus in second after he had. passed 
Scott — and that was the way it 
finished. 

Riders are invited to practice at 
South Gate every Sunday from 10 *til 
5forthefee of $3.00, the rules being 
that you must wear full leathers, 
boots and helmet and sign a release 
— then you can ride all you want. 

Opportunities for separate prac- 
tice onthe shorttrack and TT course 
will be provided and machines of 
equal size will run together. The 
track promoter wants to start a big 
bike class so if you have a 500 and 
want to give it a try, go on out and 
you'll be able to run, If you have a 
go-kart take that along too, as they 
can run on the asphalt while the 
bikes are on the dirt. Sounds like a 
good way to spend a Sunday!

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MIRAMAR TRIALS

The plush elegance of the con- 
tinental-like La Jolla-Miramar coast 
line greeted riders of the S.C.T.A. 
for their July 23rd meeting. 

The Trial was staged in the gent- 
ly rolling hills and tricky deep sand 
washes a.few miles inland from the 
coast. It consisted of a-six-mile cir- 
cuit made up of seven Amateur sec- 
tions and six Expert-Master sections. 

San Diego folks supported the 
trial by turning out en-masse with a 
showing of seventeen Expert-Master 
tiders and Amateurs numbering into 
the eighties. Each competitor rode 
three laps in the pleasant sea breeze. 

Festivities got under way for the 
“gung-ho” ones on Saturday evening 
when 20 of the members assembled 
for a camp-out, course lay-out, cock 
and bull story swapping session, 
impromptu wheelie contests, and 
miscellaneous other ribald activities. 


On To the Business At Hand 

The objective of the trials rider 
is to control his machine over a dif- 
ficult section of ground. If the rider 
is skillful enough he will be able to 
control the machine without the aid 
of his feet; that is, without using 
his feet to balance the bike or to 
push the machine in a walking-like 
motion. 

Riders found the various Miramar 
sections both challenging and en- 
joyable to ride.In the Amateur class 
commendable performances were 
turned in by Lightweight rider T.K. 
Geachin on his 250cc Trials Bultaco 
(4 points) and by Ultra-Lightweight 
rider Geoff Hammond, Honda 90cc 
(8 points). 

Bill Stowers demonstrated his 
ability to control his 250cc. Greeves 
on the more difficult Expert-Master 
traps with a score of-41 points to 
win the Expert’s Award. 


Up-And-Comer 

That young sensation, Jim Wil- 
son, took Top Award again on the 
Triumph 200cc Cub which his dad, 
Forrest Wilson, has helped him pre- 
pare for trials. Jim, noted for his 
fantastic sense of balance at “near 
stand-still” speed and his quarter- 
mile-long second gear “wheelies”, 
nipped his score to 16 points and 
came out 5 points under his nearest 
competition, the infamous Scottish 
hillbilly, Jack Ward, on a Triumph 
200cc Cub. 

What Does It All Mean? 

Several readers have asked for 
explanations about “what Trials 
are” and “what the terminology of 
Trials means”. To help answer these 
questions this column will include 
ateach writing aGlossary of Trials. 
This week's definition, “Trap”: A 
section of ground marked with an 
entrance and exit through which the 
rider is to ride. The trap contains 
obstacles which will test the rider’s 
ability. These obstacles can be 
turns, climbs, rocky surfaces, deep 
sand, fallen trees, stream crossings, 
etc. Also called “Section” or “Sub”.

EVEL KNIEVEL CRASHES 


AT GRAHAM 
SPEEDWAY

Evel Knievel, one of the world's 
outstanding motorcycle  stuntmen 
and a man I both admire and respect, 
crashed Friday night while attempt- 
ingtojump 16 automobiles at Graham 
Speedway. However, I am happy to 
announce that at the latest report he 


is out of danger and in medical lan- 
guage is in *satisfactory condition." 
This means two broken ribs and a 
broken finger. 

The consensus is that the rough- 
ness of the approach, across the 
track and through the uneven infield, 
kept Knievel from gaining sufficient 
speed to hurdle the great distance 
between the ramps. As he descended, 
his rear wheel hit the top of the 
station wagon which was the last of 
the 16 cars, his front wheel banged 
down and he lost control, cartwheel- 
ing the length of the off ramp, 
through approximately 25 feet of 
gravel and coming to a stop on the 
track.
